SecrioNn 1. Chapters three, four, five, six, seven, Amended and

eight, nine and eleven of chapter two hundred and
seventy-five of private and local laws of 1870, entitled
an act to incorporate the city of Manitowoe, are hereby
amended and re-enacted so as to read as follows:

CHAPTER IIL
'OFFICERS ; THEIR ELECTION AND APPOINTMENT.

SecrioN 1. The officers of said city shall be a omcers.

mayor, three aldermen from each ward, a city treasurer,
city clerk, city attorney, city assessor, city surveyor,
16 — Laws.
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city marshal, one justice of the peace, and one constable
for each warl; one or more city physicians; a bridge
tender for each draw bridge; a harbor master; a sealer
of weights and measures; a chief engineer of the fire
department; one or more policemen, and such other
officers as the board ot aldermen may deemn necessary
to appoint.

SecrioN 2. The mayor, city treasurer, aldermen,
justices of the peace and constables shall be elected by
the people at the annual municipal election for city and
ward officers. All other officers shall be appointed by
the board of aldermen, at the first regular meeting
thereof after the first Tuesday in April in each ycar or
as soon thereafter as may be.

SecrioN 8. The justices of the peace shall hold
their offices for two years, and until their successors
are elected and qualified ; and all other officers either
elected or appointed, shall hold their office for one year
and until their successors are elected and qualified, sub-
ject to removal as in this act made and provided.

SecTiON 4. When any vacancy in the office of the
mayor or any justice of the peace shall occur, the same
shall be filled by a special election for the unexpired
term. Vacancies in any other city office shall be filled
by appointment, by the board of aldermen.

SecrioN 5. The city treasurer, justicesof the peace,
and such other officers as the board of aldermen may
direct, shall before entering upon the discharge of the
duties of their respective offices, execute aud deliver to
the city of Manitowoc a bond running to said city in
such penal sum as the board of aldermen may direct,
with two or more sureties, conditioned for the faithful
discharge of the duties of their respective offices, and
with such other conditions as the board of aldermen
may prescribe. The board of aldermen may at any
time require new and additional bonds. All bonds
must be filed in the office of the city clerk within ten
days after the officer executing the sameshall be notidied
of his election. All official bonds must be approved
by the board of aldermen, and when so approved sball
be recorded by the city clerk in a book to be kept for
that purpose. Such clerk shall annex to each recogd
a certificate that the record is a true copy of the original
and such record shall be prima facie evidence of the
conteuts of such bond, and ip the absence of the original
may be used as evidence in all courts of this state,

The mayor, when present, shall preside Mayor; his
at all meetings of the board of aldermen, and shall Haties:,
sign all contracts, agrecements, licenses and permits
granted by said board. He shall take care that the
laws of the state, and the ordinances of the city are ob-
served and enforced ; and that all of the officers of the
city discharge their respective duties. He shall, from
time to time, give the board of aldermen such infor-
mation and recommend such measurers as he may
deem advantageous to the city.

executive officer, the head of the fire department and
of the police of the city.

veto message, two-thirds of all the aldermen elect
should vote for the passage of such ordinance, rule,
regulation, claim or resolution, the same shall be con-
sidered legally passed, notwithstanding the objections
of the mayor.

or inability of the mayor from any cause, to discharge

The president while presiding at meetings of the board
of aldermeun, or performing the duties of mayor, shall
be styled acting mayor, and acts performed by him in
such capacity, shall have the same force and validity as
if performed by the mayor.

SecTioN 4. The city treasurer shall perform all
the duties required of him, collect all city, county and
state taxes, and pay over the moneys in his hands, ac-
cording to law. He shall keep a detailed account of
moneys received and disbursed by him in such a man-
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ner as the board of aldermen shall direct. His hooks
shall, at all reasonable times, be open to the inspection
of any voter of the city. He shall report to the board
of aldermen as often as required ; and ten days preced-
ing every annual election, he shall make out and file
in the city clerk’s office a full and minute report of all
moneys received and disbursed by him ; of all tax cer
tificates, vouchers and other effects of pecuniary value
in his possession, and of all other transactions relating
to his office, necessary to show the actual financial con-
dition of the treasury, which report shall embrace all
the requisite transactions of his office from the date of
the like report of his predecessor, to the date of the
report required to be made out by him. He shall re-
ceive no fees or per diem or other compensation for his
services, except the salary fixed by the board of alder-
men prior to his election. Except as it is herein other-
wie provided, he shall bave and possess the power
and authority and perform such duties as treasurers of
cities and villages are required to perform under the
general laws of the state of Wisconsin.

SecriuN 6. The city attorney shall conduct all the

He sbhall keep his office in soms
convenient place to be designated by the board of alde:-
men. He shall execute all the civil eogineering and
surveying required by said board ; said surveyor shal!
possess the same powers in making surveys and plats
within said city, that are given by law to county sur-
veyors, and the like validity and effect shall be given
to his acts, and to all plats and surveys made by him,
as are or may be given to the acts, plats and surveys
of county surveyors. He shall keep a record ot all his
official acts and doings, and shall record the same in a
book to be kept for that purpose.

He shall attend all meetings of the
board of aldermen and shall perform such duties as
are herein prescribed, and such other duties a8 may be
re%uired of him, by any ordinance, by law, rule or re-
gulation of said city for the preservatiou of the peace,
the health of the city, and for the collection of fines and
license money. He shall in no case collect license
money, but he shall see that all parties required by law
of the state, the charter or any ordinance of the city,
to procure license, obtain the same of the proper au-
thorities before opening any exhibition or doing any
business requiring such license.

to appreheud any person in the act of committing any
offense against any ordinance of thecity or Jaws of this
state, and, within reasonable time, bring such person
before competent authority for examination.
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SkcTiON 9. Any officer making an arrest under the Disposal of per-

provisions of this act may, if necessary, commit the
person arrested to the jail of Manitowoe county, with-
out process, and the sheriff of said county shall safely
keep said persou so arrested, and deliver him up to the
officer making the arrest on demaund and without pro-
cess. Any person so arrested and committed shall be
taken before a justice of the peace within twenty-four
hours, Sundays excepted, after such arrest.

It shall have power to preserve order and pro-
f)riety in its (Froceedings, and may adopt such by-
aws, rules and regulations for ity own government as
are not inconsistent with the provisions of this act;
and shall have power to compel the attendance of its
members; and to impose and enforce penalties for
non-attendance.

CHAPTER VIL
FINANCES AND EXPENDITURES.

SectioN 1. All moneys, credits and demands be-
Jonging to the city of Manitowoc shall be kept by and
depusited with the city treasurer, and be under the
control of the board of aldermen, and shall be drawn
out only upon the order of the mayor and clerk author-
ized by a vote of the board of aldermen and in no other
manner. Every warrant drawn on the treasurer shall
be numbered in the regular order of the current series
of genera) warrants, and shall refer to the resolution
under which it was drawn and the object for which it
was drawn. Two-thirds of all the aldermen-elect vot-
ing in the affirmative may, when in their judgemeant,
public interest requires the advancementor payment of
money for a special purpose, appropriate money for
such purpose.

SectioN 2. All accounts or demands against the
city, before the same shall be acted upon, shall be veri-
fied by affidavit ; such affidavit shall be annexed to or
indored on such account or demand, and presented
and preserved therewith. The mayor, clerk or any ot
the aldermen, when such account, claim or demand
shall be presented to him, may administer the oath re-
quired in this section, and may examine the claimant,
on outh, as to the items of such account or claim. Up-
on the final disposition of any such account or claim,
the same shall ge indorsed as follows, to wit: If al-
lowed in full, the word “allowed” shall be indorsed
thereon. If allowed only in part, the amount allowed
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and the amount disallowed shall be briefly indorsed
thereon ; and if eotirely disallowed, the word *disal-
lowed” shall be indorsed thereon, which indorsement
shall be signed by the mayor.

SecTION 8. Every account or claim against said
city presented to the board of aldermen in any year
sball be numbered from one upwards in the order in
which it shall be presented, and the name of the per-
son in whose favor such account shall be made out,
and the time of presentation thereof, shall be indorsed
thereon, and a memoracdum of every such account or
claim, giving its number, the name of the claimant
therein, and the amount thereof; and also the tinal
dispnsition of such accoant or claim, and of the war-
rant and the number thereof issued in payment of
such account so allowed, in whole or in part, shall be
entered in the records of the proceedings of the board
of aldermen ; such account or elaim, together with the
affidavit presented therewith, the report of the com-
mittee, if any, recommending the allowance or disal-
lowance of the same, shall be filed and preserved in
the office of the city clerk.

SEcTioN 4. No account or claim against said city
shall be paid until the same shall be presented to the
board of aidermen, and audited and allowed by them
as provided in this act.

ECTION 5. No action shall be maintained by any
person against the city of Manitowoc upon any claim
or demand until such person shall first have presented
his claim or demand to the board of aldermen lor al-
lowance.

SectioN 6. The determination of the board of al-
dermen dissallowing, in whole or in part, any claim of
any person, shall be final and conclusive, and a per-
petual bar to any action in any court, founded oo such
claim, unless an appeal be taken from the decision and
determination of such board as in this act provided.

SECTION 7. In case any person shall present his
claim or demand, and the board of aldermeu shall dis-
allow the said claim in whole, or in part, the board
of aldermen shall not again consider or allow said
claim,

SECTION 8. When any claim against the city shall
be disallowed, in whole or in part, by the board of al-
dermen, such person may appesl from the decision of
said board disallowing said claim, to the circuit court
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of Manitowoc county, by causing a writlen notice of
such appeal to be served on the clerk of said city with-
in twenty days after the making of such decision, and
by executing a bood to the said city, with sufficient
surety, to be approved by said clerk, conditioned for
the laithful prosecution of such appeal, and the pay-
meant of all costs that shall be adjudged against the
appellant in the circuit court. The clerk, in case such
appeul is taken, shall m:ke a brief statement of the
proceedings had in the cas3 before the board of alder-
men, with its decision thereon, and shall transmit the
same, together with the bond and all the papers in the
case, to the clerk of the circuit court of Manitowoc
county, and thereupon such appeal shall be entered,
tried and determined in the same manner as cases or-
iginally commenced in said court: provided, however,
that whenever an appeal is taken from the allowance
made by the board of aldermen upen any claim, and
the recovery upon such appeal shall not exceed the
amount allowed by the board of aldermen, ex-
clusive of interest on such allowance, the appellant
shall pay the costs of appeal, which shall be deducted
from the amount of the recovery, and when the amount
of costs exceed the sum recovered, judgment shall
be rendered against appellant for the amount of such
-excess.

In all actions in which thecity of Mani-
towoc is a party, in the circuit court, the successful
party shall not recover to exceed tweaty-five dollars
-costs exclusive of disbursements. This section shall
not be construed to limit the amount of costs the suc-
cesslul party is entitied to recover on appeal to the su-
preme court.

TAXATION.

SectioN 1. For the discharge of any legal debt of Power of taxa-
the city, or expenditure authorized by the board of "™
aldermen under any of the provisions of this act, or of
any ordinance of tZis city, or to defray the current ex-
genses thereof, the board of aldermen shall have power,

y ordinance or resolution :

1. To apnually levy and collect a tax on all real In contingent
and personal property in the city made taxable by the “*7*"**
laws of the state; to defray the contingent aad other
general expenses of the city, and pay the interest an-
nually on the bonded indebtedness thereof, which tax
shall constitute the general fund.

2. To annvally levy and collect a tax not exceeding Spectal ward
two per centum on the assessed valuation for that year ™%
of all taxable real and personal property in any of the
wards of said city, for the purpose of creating a special
fund for such ward, to be expended strictly for ward par-
poses as hereinafter, by this act, provided ; but no such
special taxes shall be levied or assessed and collected
except upon the recommendaton of a majority of the
aldermen of the ward in which such special taxes are
sought tq be raised.

8. To annually levy and collect such tax for the Common
support of common gchools of said city as is now re. “P**
quired of towns under the laws of this state.

SecTioN 2. Real estate, exempted from taxation by special taxes.
the laws of this state, shall be subject to special taxes
for the building of streets, sewers and sidewalks, ex-
cept property belonging to the United States or to this
state.
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CHAPTER IX.
ASSESSMENT AND COLLECT{ON OF TAXES.

SecrioN 1. The assessor of said city shall, between
the first day of May and the last Monday of June in
each year, assess all the taxable property of said city.
In making such assessment and his return thereon, he
shull in all things be governed by the generat laws of
this state except as herein otherwise provided.

SecTiON 2. The mayor, city clerk, city assessor and
one alderman from each ward of the city, to be selected
by the aldermen from suck wards, shall constitute the
board of equalization. The mayor shall be the presi-
dent, and the city clerk the clerk of said board. Each
member of said board shall receive for his services the
same per diem asis authorized by law to be paid to
assessors.

SectioN 3. The board of review shall meet at the
rooms of the board of aldermen on the first Monday
of July in each year for the (Furpose of examining,
correcting and equalizing said assessment roll. At
least one week's notice of such meeting shall be given
by the city clerk by publishing said notice in the offi-
cial papers of the city and by posting such notice in at
least three public places in each ward of said city.
Said board may adjourn from day to day until it
has heard all parties appearing, provided, that the
time for hearing eaid objections shall not be extended
more than eight days irom the first meeting of said
board.

SecTION 4. The assessor shall lay before s1id board
the assessment roll and all sworn statements of the
valuation of property made by others and delivered to
bim. The said board shull examine carefully said roll,
statements and valuation of property real and personal;
they shall examine all parties under oath who wish to
be heard. The said board shall and may when it
deems the valuation of avy property assessed too high
or too low on the assessment roll, raise or lower the
same, as the case may be, whether the persou assessed
appear before it or not, and it may also place
upon the said roll any property that it may know to
be left off from said roll by mistake or otherwise, and
assess the same to the person to whom in right it should
be assessed; and provided, further, that in all cases, if
said board, shall raise the amount.of such assessment
on any property, the owner thereof, it a resident of
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such town, shall be duly notified of such intention
in time, that such owner may be heard before such
board in relation to the value thereof. All changes of
the assessment roll by said board shall be recorded by
the clerk and the minutes of its proceeding shall be
filed and preserved in the office of the city clerk.

SectioN 5. When the assessment roll shall have
been received, corrected and equalized, the board of
equalization shall attach thereto its certificate signed
by the mayor and conntersigned by its clerk that it has
80 equalized and corrected the same, and the said board
shall deliver the said roll as completed, and all the
sworp statements and valuation of personal property
to the city clerk, which latter shall be filed and pre-
served by said clerk.

SectioN 6. All directions hereby given for the as-
sessment of lands and the levying and collection of
taxes and assessments shall be deemed only directory,
and no error or informality in the proceedings of any
of the officers intrusted with the same, not affecting
the substantial justice of the tax itself, shall vitiate or
in any way affect the validity of the tax so assessed.

SecTioN 7. On or before the third Monday of No-
vember in each and every year, the board ot sldermen
shall by resolution to be recorded by the clerk, levy
such sum or sums of money as way be sufficient for
the several purposes for which taxes are herein author-
ized to be levied, but not exceeding the authorized
percentage particularly specifying the purposes for
which the same are levied.

SecrioNn 8. It shall be the duty of the city clerk,
immediately upon the reception of the corrected assess-
ment rolls, and a certificate of the amount of state,
county and school tax apportioned to said city, to cal-
culate and carry out the total amount of such taxes,
adding thereto tive percentum for the expenses of col-
lection, to be placed in a column prepared for that
purpose in the assessment roll, placing opposite the
several sums set down, as valuation of real and per-
gonal property, the respective sums assessed as taxes
thereon in dollars and cents, rejecting the fraction of a
cent when less than one-half, otherwise reckoning said
fraction as a cent. The collection fees received by the
city treasurer shall be credited to the general fund of
the city.

SecrioNn 9. The city clerk shall immediately make
out a duplicate copy of such assessment roll when
thus completed, and deliver the same to the treasurer
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on or before the second Monday in December in each
year. Such tax roll, before %eing delivered to the
treasurer, shall be compared by the clerk with the as.
sessment roll, and to it he shall append his certificate
that the same bhas been compared by him, and that the
said assessment roll and the whole thereof, has been
copied into such tax roll; and the said tax roll, when
so certified shall be prima fucie evidence in any court,
that the lands and persons therein named, were subject
to taxation, and that the assessment was just and
equal.

SecTION 10. To each assessment or tax roll so de-
livered shall be annexed a warrant, signed by the
mayor and clerk and sealed with the corporate seal of
said city, directed to the treasurer thereof, requiring’
and commanding him to collect the taxes and assess-
ments in said roll specified, and to make due return
thereon according to law.

SrcrioN 11, The said assessment roll and warrant
thereto attached shall be prima facie evidence in all
courts that the lands and persons therein named were
subject to taxation, and that the assessment was just
and equal.

SectioN 12. TUpon the receipt of any tax roll and
warrant by ‘the treasurer, he sball give public notice
in the official paper or papers published in said city,
that such tax list (describing for what purpose such
tax or taxes are Jevied) has been committed to him for
collection, and that he w1ll receive payment for tixes
at his office for the term of thirty days next ensuing
the date of said notice. If the taxes are not paid with-
in said time, he shall proceed to collect the same by
distress and sale of thegoods and chattels of the persons
charged, giving at least six days’ notice of the time and
place of such sale by posting up not less than three
written notices in as many public places insaid city.

SecrioN 18. All taxes and assessments, general
and special, levied under the provisions of this act or
the laws of the state, shall be and remain a lien upon the
lands and tenements upon which they may be levied or
assessed, and on all personal property of any person or
body politic, corporation or association assessed for
personal taxes, from the time of the equalization of the
assessment roll by the board of equalization until such
tax shall be paid, and no sale or transfer of such real
or personal estate shall affect such lien. Any personal
property belonging to the person taxed may be taken
and sold for the non-payment of taxes upon personal

property.
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SecrioN 14. It shall be the duty of the county
treasurer of the county of Manitowoc to settle semi-an-
nually with the treasurer of the city of Manitowoc, and
pay over to him all moneys belonging to said city,
anising irom the sale of lots and lands returned by said
city treasurer to said county treasurer for the non-pay-
ment of taxes.

CHAPTER XI.
MISCELLANEOUS.

SectioN 1. All actions brought to recover any
penalty or forfeiture under this act, or the ordinances,
by-laws, police or health regulations made in pursu-
ance thereof, shall be brought in the corporate name of
the city.

SectioN 2. In all cases of conviction in actions,
brought or prosecuted to recover a penalty under any
of the provisions of this act, or to recover a penalty
or forfeiture lor the vioiation of any city ordinance or
regulation, the court shall enter judgment against the
detendant for the fine and costs of prosecution, and if
the defendant shall refuse or neglect to pay such fine
and costs, the court shall enter a judgment that the de-
fendant be imprisoned in the county jail of Manitowoc
county for a term not exceeding three months, and
shall forthwith commit the defendant for the term
fixed by such judgment, and in all cases where the
judgment shall be, that the defendant shall be impris-
oned in the county jail, the court may, in its discre-
tion, enter a further judgment that the defendant pay
the cost of prosecuation, and that he be held in im-
prisonment in the said jail until such costs be paid, or
he be otherwise discharged by due course of law.

LAWS OF WISCONSIN—Cg. 186.

Section 6. Whenever any heinous offense or erime
has been committed against life or property within said
city, the mayor, with the concurrence of two-thirds of
all the aldermen, may offer a reward for the apprehen-
sion and delivery or conviction of such criminal or
perpetrator of such crime: provided, that in no case
shall the reward so offered exceed the sum of five hun-
dred dollars.

SectioNn 6. No real or personal property of any
inhabitant of said city, or of any individual or corpor-
ation, shall be levied or sold by virtue of aoy attach-
ment or execution issued to collect or satisfy any con-
tract, debt or obligation of said city, or on any judg-
ment against said city.

SecTioN 7. Whenever the city shall be a party to
a contract for any work or improvement which shall
require the digging up, use or occupancy of auy street,
alley, highway or public grounds of said city, there
shall be 1oserted in the contract therefor, substantial
covenants requiring each contractor, during the night
time, to put up and maintain such barriers and lights
as will effectually prevent the happening of any acci-
dent in consequence of such digging up, use or occu-
pancy of said street, alley, highway, or other public
grounds for which the city might be liable, and it shall
also be provided in such contracts that the party con-
tracting with the city shall be liable for all damages
occasioned by the digging up, use or occupancy of
the street, alley, highway or public grounds, or which
may result therefrom, or which may result. from the
carelessness of such contractor, his agent, employes or
workmen.

SEcTION 8. Every license issued in said city by the
authorities thereof, under and by virtue of the laws of
the state of Wisconsin, the provisions of this charter
or the ordinances of said citv, shall be signed by the
mayor and clerk and sealed with the corporate seal, but
no such license shall be issued by said mayorand clerk
until the person applying for same shall have deposited
with gaid clerk the receipt of the city treasurer for the
amount to be paid therefor, nor shall any license be
issued for dealing in, selling or vending spirituous,
vioous or malt liquors, until the applicant shall bave
filed his receipt as aforesaid, together with a bond as
required by tEe laws of this state, and such other bond
as the board of aldermen may require, which bond
shall be approved by the mayor. It shull be the duty
of the mayor and clerk to report to the board of alder-
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men at each regular meeting thereof, the licenses issued
by them, and not before reported, and the board of
aldermen shall by vote approve or disapprove of the
same. If the board of aldermen disapprove thereof, it
shall be the duty of the city clerk forthwith to notify
the person holding such license that the same has been
revoked by action of the buard of aldermen, and such
license shall thereafter be void ; the board of aldermen
when license is not approved, shall refund a fair pro-
portion of the license money paid.

SecTioN 9. The general laws of the state ot Wis-

corruption in office, shall be in full force and shall apply
to all officials elected or appointed under the provisions
of this charter.

SectioN 10. The salaries to be paid to the several salartes.

city officials shall not in any year exceed the sums
named as follows: salary of the city treasurer, eight
hundred dollars; city marshal, five bundred dollars;
city clerk, four hundred dollars; city attorney, three
hundred dollars.

SecrioN 11. The mayor, city clerk and city attor-
ney are hereby authorized to administer the oath of
office to the several city officials, including inspectors
of elections. No fee shall be charged for administering
the oath of office to any city official.
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SecTION 12. Chapters three, four, five, six, seven, Chnptm ro-

eight, nine and eleven, of the private and local laws of P
1870, entitled an act to incorporate the city of Manito-
woe, and all smendments thereto except as herein
amen‘led, revised and re-enacted, are hereby repealed.
But this act shall not be construed to repeal chapters
one and two of said act or chapter ten of said act as
amended by section three of chapter three hundred and
fifty-nine of private and local laws of 1871, chapter
two hundred and twenty-nine and sections one 'and two
of chapter three hundred and fifty-nine of private and
local laws of 1871; chapter two bundred snd twenty-
eight of laws of 1875, chapters one bundred and sixty-
seven and one hundred and eighty-one of laws of 1877,
and chapters ninety-six and one hundred, of laws of
1878, are hereby repealed.

SkcrioNn 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
